New Pilgrims arrived in 1621, 
Salem became a successful 
second town, and by 1640 there 
were eight towns in the Pilgrim 
colony in the new world. 

The Puritans were part of a 
group called the Massachusetts 
Bay Company who originally, 
were destined for Salem, 
Massachusetts, but who settled 
in Boston in 1630. Although 
religious freedom was an:
